This letter is about Miss Anita Bose, 
the daughter of the late Subash Chandra Bose. In 
his letter No.FS/288 dated March 18 , 19^9* the. -then 
Foreign Secretary informed the Charge td'Affaires if 
here that it would be possible "for us to Register elni 

Miss Bose as an Indian citizen when she decfo Uii to 

make India her permanent home. This information 
had been communicated to Miss Bose and her mother. 

2. Miss Bose has been to India daring the 
course of this year, and, since her return, she has 
been considering the possibility of coming to India 
again, at least for a longer period, if not to settle 
down there. She has not made up her mind yet, but 
she wanted me~to inform the Government of India that 
she was now seriously considering making India her 
permanent home, though her decision was not yet final. 

3. In the meanwhile, she has asked me to 
enquire regarding the Trust Fund which has been 
created for her, as she has an impression that some 
decision has to be made by her in this regard when 
she is 21. (She is nearly 19) • She would not leave 
Vienna until she has obtained her doctorate in law 
and that will be in another 3 or 4 years' time; 
however, she wants to have this information at an 
early date in order to make up her mind regarding her 
future plans. 

4. From the papers in this Embassy we only 
know that there Is a Trust Fund created for her and 
that a six-monthly remittance is made to her mother 
out of the income from this Trust Fund. This informa- 
tion was sent to us along with letter No, 3. 13(41)- 
Cons /58 dated February 7» 1959 from Shri R.K. Tandon 

to Shri A. N. Mehta. Anita has now asked me for fuller 
details. She has particularly asked me to emphasise 
that this matter should be treated as highly confidential, 
because her mother Mrs Schenkl is not yet reconciled 
to the idea of Anita going and settling down in India. 

Mrs Schenkl may agree to it later on, but at the moment 
it would be very unfortunate if news of Anita's interest 
in settling down in India is known either to the Bose 
family or to her relatives in Austria. Anita feels 
that a decision in this matter by her is necessary in 
the near future and that such a decision must be exclusively 
her own. She has, therefore, asked me to make these 
enquiries on a very confidential basis.

It is reliably learnt that Netaji is alive and he is in 
China and he shall be revealing himself to his countrymen in 

the later part of 19bl or early part of 1962. If you are really 

his daughter why not to wait till such time he comes. I 
earnestly request you that do not be carried away by the false 
hopes of Miss Lalita Bose and her brothers to gain some 
benefits from some who are anti-Netaji and will be happy to 
viilify him. 

In a separate cover I am sending you a book namely 
"Netaji Mystery Revealed" by Mr. S.M. Goswarai about which 
I wrote to you in the beginning of this letter and you can 

re Ld yourself the str >ng challenge made therein with some 

documentary evidences. The Indian papers have accepted the 
above book and. have declared that the arguments and logic in 
the book are infailiable .

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I am writing to you about Anita Bose. Yesterday 
Lalita Bose came to see me. Lalita is Subhas Chandra Bose's 
niece. She told me that she was making arrangements for 
Anita to come to India for two or three months and began 
discussing these arrangements with me as to what places she 
should visit in India. From her talk I understood that Anita's 
visit here was likely to take place fairly soon. I have no 
objection to it; in fact, some years ago I had suggested for 
Anita to pay a brief visit to India. There was one difficulty, 
however, then and we had therefore not encouraged this idea 
much. The difficulty was with the Bose family. There are 
some members of that family who still tend to create trouble, 
though they have somewhat toned down now. 

I told Lalita that there was no difficulty about Anita 
coining here so far as we were concerned. In Delhi she would 
stay with me. If she passed through Bombay, I would make 
suitable arrangements for her to stay there too. The question 
arose about Calcutta. I said that it was obviously desirable 
for Anita to stay with some members of the Bose family and not 
elsewhere. Lalita agreed. 

Later, coming to my office and speaking to the Foreign 
Secretary about this matter, my attention was drawn to a letter 
you had written to him on the 3rd August last. In this letter 
you say that both Anita and her mother had told you that they 
had ho intention whatsoever of coming to India this year and 
that Anita was just entering the final year in school. The 
earliest she would be able to visit India would be towards the 
end of 1960. I have told Lalita of your letter and said that 
there appeared to be some confusion about this matter. She 
said she would write to Anita herself and find out. 

It seems to me that probably Anita herself would like 
to come to India for a while. But her mother does not approve 
of this at this stage. So far as we are concerned, we are 
agreeable to. any course she adopts. There is no question of 
pressing her/^ome here now or of discouraging her from doing so.

She enquired from me at length about the formalities 
Anita would have to go through to change her name 
to "Sche kl-Bose" • Mrs* Schenkl was given every 
assistance and introduced to the Legation's lawyer. 

It appears that there will be no difficulty in her 
name being changed to Schenkl-3ose. Lalita Bose 
also volunterred the information that after this had 
been done she would like Anita to go to India to take 
over her share of the joint family property. When I 
asked her whether all the members of the family had 
agreed to Anita getting her share of the property, she 
replied that all this had been agreed to and there 
would be no difficulty. 

3* I am com unicating the above because I felt that 
it was Lalita Bose who has advised Mrs. Schenkl and 
Anita to go to India to claim the property. 

b, I shall write in detail as soon as I have had 
a talk with Anita and her mother.

Mj dear Ashok, 

Anita Bose, daughter of the late Sbri Subhas Bose, has 
been in touch with us for some tine about her Indian citizenship 
and other matters* Her cousin Kalyan Bose wrote to us in August 
enquiring bov she could acquire Indian citizenship. We wrote to 
him in reply saying that since Anita is a minor the Government of 
India could give her Indian citizenship under Section 5(4) of our 
Citizenship Act as a special case. Apparently at that time her 
intention was to retain her Austrian nationality also. Since she 
was a minor and would continue to live in Vienna for some time, 
she requested us to recommend to the Austrian Government that 
she might be allowed to acquire double nationality. We agreed 
in principle to do so, also as a very special case. 

2. We now understand that Anita is proposing to come to 
Calcutta in the near future to take charge of the Netaji 
Bhavan, a bouse which is supposed to be the property of the 
late Subhas Bose. It appears however that Subhas Babu has 

no title to this property. The persons who own the property 
now are not in a position to give/their claim and Anita could 
not, therefore, in any case take possession of the house 
immediat ely. Prime Minister would like you to send for Anita 
and her mother and explain the position to them. You should 
tell them that the Government of India have heard of Anita's 
intention to go to Calcutta to take charge of the Netaji 
Bhavan. They would therefore like Anita and her mother to know 
that her title to the property is likely to be contested by 
other members of the Bose family and that even if Anita were to 
go to Calcutta she would not be able to secure possession of the 
house. In the circumstances it appears that the best course for 
Anita would be not to go to Calcutta now if the object of her 
visit is to take charge of the house. 

3. You should tell them further that the Government of 
India have given further consideration to Anita's request for 
Indian citizenship. They presume that it is her intention to 
stay on in Vienna even after she secures Indian citizenship 
as a minor} also that she would like to retain her Austrian 
nationality while acquiring Indian citizenship. You should

original nationality. In all the circumstances of 
the case it appears to ua that she should not apply 
for |ndian citizenship while she remains a minor 


and continues to live in Vienna. If at any time in 
the future she wants to make India her permanent home* 
the question of admitting her to Indian citizenship 
can be considered.
